Qe Witness, that explanation does not quite satisfy use During your 
interrogation of 3 May, did you sc. what is contained in this document; namel 
that the matter was to be kept absolutely secret, or did you express yourself 
differently? 

A. No, the wording of the affidavit is correct, 
kept absolutely secrete 

WV. But why? 

Why? Because such matters are usually kept secret and are not publi 
ed, particularly since these things were coming from the East, and I am reper 
ing what I said before, and because our attitude regarding the confiscated 
articles was always that of trying to keep out of these matters altogether. 

Qe Was it noticeable to you; did it strike you that tho defendant Funk 
mentioned the keeping secret of this, or wis that nothing unusual? 

A. No, it war not anything unusual. It merely became clear from the 
conversation that if the confiscat«! articles of the Currency Department and 
the Custums Department were to be accepted by us, thon these matters would m 
it urgent that they should be kep^ vecret, 

Q But tho way you are desc-`ibing the affair, witness, seems to indicat 
that you, on one hand, considered the business to be perfectly legal, snd yor 


yourself are saying that it was p rectly 
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legal; on the other hand, you were c „sidering secrecy, which to you as an old 
banking expert was a matter of cours^, and, of course, the question arises, 
Why was the matter of keeping these *: ‘ngs secret discussed at all? 

A Presumably the reascn is tk- Mr. Funk was asked, in turn, to keep it 
very secret, and he passed on that wish. 

@ Did Mr. Funk tell you that -2 was asked to keep it secret? 


å No, I donot remember that. 


Q You do rot remember; I see. Did you not ask him why it should be kep 
secret, "absolutely secret", as you sey? I do not know whether you want to kee 
that up, but you said "absolutely secret", 

A Yes, the decree of secrecy was to be applied here, end some such duty 
was to be imposed on the officials. 

Q But you, as acting vice president, what did you say to that? 

A I did not say anything beca se, if that had beon arranged, then thet 


wish would have to be complied with. 


Q Sut you do not know whether it had been arranged? What do you know 


about that? 
A I assume that it was arranr 3d. 
You consider it possible? 
Yes. 

Q And so, to repeat this, th.°. articles which did arrive you did not 
see at all? 

A No, 

Q Very probably you do not even know how much it was? 

A No, I do not know that either, and, as I said before, I never saw eny 
accounts. It wes not part of our bysiness procedure, because not every single 
effair was put before a member of the Directorate. 

@ The reason I am asking you, you see, is that the other day when this 
case was discussed, it was stated thet whole carloads, whole truckloads of 
things were sent. 

A Whole truckloads? 

Q You are laughing even now. You will laugh a lot more when I toll you 
that 47 truck loads or railway car ^^ads of gold were discussed which wore 


supposed to have arrived at your bank. 


A Well, I never heard of thi.,

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your affidavit of 1 May. I think you knew this SS Obergnuppenfuehrer Phol, 


whom you mentioned & little earlier, in 1942, did you not?

It is merely an ascertainment of 


fact. You knew him, Presumably, this was due to the first transaction regerding 


some credit which happened at some earlior time, 

A Yes, that may ba so, 

Q. Defendant Funk says, you see, that as far as he can remember the mgtter—- 
and he did not aviath any significance i. it at the time —- as far as ho can 
remember it, this is supposed to have sappened along about 1940, That is to say, 
quite some tim Lefone the second transaction. Gan that be true, approximately? 

A I can neither deny nor confir ^ it, I do not know the date of that credit 

Q In your &fiidavix you stute, with reference to this credit, that the 
Reichsbank had openeaü a credit cf 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 rm. for the SS, I 
believe to pay off eome other credit which the SS had taken up with somo other 
bank, and now you ere saying that this credit had been taken up for the purpose 
of financing product*on of matorial in factories organized by theSS where workers 
from concentration camps wore being e"pioyed, 

Witness, I am not so much intoresved in the question of the granting of this 
credit as such, because that is pert of your business asa bank and the figure of 
10,000,000 to 12,000,000 rm, was not arything particularly unusual, but T am 
interested in this: How do you know tat these monies were to be used for SS 
factories in which workers from concer’: .tion camps were working. How did you 
know that? 

A The application for this credit came from the Economic Yepartment of the 
SS. which has been mentioned earlier, This department wes running a number of 
factories in Germany, and for that purpc2e they needed money, The Gold Discount 
Bank was prepared to give this credit, but only if the businoss procedure for 
credits were employed. In other words, the borrower would have to put a balance 
sheet before us, and at regular intervals he would have to report to us regarding 
production, his general financial state of affairs, and his Plans for the future, 
in other words, everything that a debtor would have to inform his creditor about, 


The head of the Gold Discount Bai: was condudting the negotiations, and on 


that occasion, the representatives of i.a Economic Department who were submitting 
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the balances, did, of course, mention production, which —- 


Q Slowly, please, witness. 


A -- which was remarkable f: ^m the point of view of balances because 


the wage account was comparatively low. The question would naturally arise, 


To what is this low figure for your wage account due? 
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The hend of the Gold Discount Bank during a board meeting reported about this, 

Q You aro always talking aio:t tho Gold Discount Bank, The Tribunal 
will no. doubt bo interested to kno.swhother the Gold Discount Bank is 
identical with the Reichsbank ond whether it was also under defendant Funk's 
jurisdiction? 

À The Gold Discount Bank is an institute founded in the beginning of 
the twenties. It was an auxiliary institute of the Reichsbank for certain 
different tasks: last but not least, promotion of exports ond increase of 
production =- its cital structurce 

Q No, we are not interested in thate 

A  Practicolly all the shares were held by the Reichsbank and its 
management <= Gold Discount Bank iad a board of directors headed by tho 
president of tho Reichsbank, It lcd a deputy president or chairmen of the 
board of directors ond there was “ho vice president of the Reichsbank and 
then there was a board of directors where a numbor*of members of tho 
directorate of the Reichsbank wore nombors but also tho Secretary of State, 
Ministry of Economy ond Minister of Finance,

directors of the Gold Discount Bank were,

Q Why were you telling Toms that was hichly secret and he was to tell 
anybody who asked him about it, that he was forbidden to speak about it?

Q That may be so, but thet wos a specia. , wasn't it? That 
wasn't your ordinary and customary way of doing business? 

A Confiscated articles which reachedsus were usually turned away by 
us and if we made anexception in this connection and this became known, then 
there would have been an immediate e ample from others and that is what 
wanted to avoid under any circumstances. 

You didn't want to disc... this matter on the telephone with Pohl 
of the SS, did you? You asked him to come to your o: ffice rather than talk 
about it on the telephone?

Q Why was that, if it was just an ordinary business transaction? 

A Because you never knew in connection with the telephone how far that 

tened into, which might have meant that that informstion might reach 
otherse 


Q Well, you didn't talk t wbody much on the telephone; is that 
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right? Youn a man that never used the telephone out of the Reichsbank? 
Now, I think you realize fully well that there was a special reason in this 
case for notwanting to talk on the telephone and I think you should tell the 
Tribunal what it was. 

yes, the reason, as I have said repeatedly, was that from the 
beginning there was a wish that secrecy should be observed and if special 
secrecy is asked for, then that wish wa | d and it was treated according: 
or accordingly in connection with telephone calls. 

Q And you are still insisting that this transaction was not a special 
Secret transaction that you told Dre Kempner was "schroinerci", Do you know 
what that word means? 

Yese 

What does it mean? It means it smelled bad, doesn't it? 

That we better not do it. 

Now, you called up Toms on more than one occasion to ask him how the 
deposits from the SS were coming in, didn't you? 

A No, I saw Toms only rarely -- often, I didn't see him for months 
because he hardly had any business to attend to in my office. 

Q I didn't ask you if you savhim often. I ask you if you didn't 
call him on the telephone and ask him how the deposits were coming along? 

A No, I hadnft any further interest in the conduct of this particular 
transaction and there would have had to be a report from the cashier in this 
connection. 

Q Did you tell him to get i ouch with Brizadenfueh 
gruppenfuehrer or Obergruppenfuchrer Wolff of the SS? Did you tell that to 


Toms? 


A Yes, I repeat something I said earlier, when Pohl was with me I told 


him that he would give the job of dealing with the Reichsbank to two people 


from his office and the two names just mentioned were the names of those 
officials. 

Q What was the name under which these deposits were known in the 
Reichsbank? 


A The name under which these deposits were known in the Reichsbank I 
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only heard from the files when I was in Frankfurt. 
Q Don't you know the name Melmer, M~E-I-M-E-R? 
From my time in Frankfurt, yes. 

Q Didn't you on one occasion call Mr. Toms on the telephone and ask 
him how the Melmer deposits were coming along? 

A I didn't quite understand you, I am afraid. 

Q I said, didn't you on one occasion at least call Mr. Toms on the 
telephone in the Reichsbank and ask him how the Melmer deposits were coming 
along? 

A No, I couldn't have put that question because I didn't know the 
word "Melmer. 

Q You don't know that Melmer was the name of an SS man? You don't 
know that? 

A No, I didn't know that. 

Q I want you to look at an affidavit by Mr. Toms, executed the 
day of May 1946. You have seen this before, by the way; haven't you 
it yesterday? Answer that question, will you please, Mr. Witness. You 
saw this affidavit yesterday, the one I just sent up to you? You saw that 


yesterday, didn't you? 


Q You will observe in paragraph five that Toms, who exccuted this 
affidavit, said that he wont to see you and that you told him that the 
Reichsbank was going to back as custodian for the SS and the receipt and 
disposition of the deposits and that the SS would deliver the property; namely 
gold, silver and foreign currency, and ho soexplained at that time the 
SS intended to deliver numerous other kinds of property such as jewelry and 
"we must find a way to dispose of it"; and that he suggested to you, Mr. Puhl, 


that "we transmit the items to the Reichshauptkasse, as we made it in the case 


$ 
Wehrmacht booty, or that the items could be given by the Reichsfuchrer SS 


directly to the pawnshop for disposition so that the Reichsbank had no more to 
do with it than it did in the case of confiscated Jewish property. Puhl told 
me that it was out of the question and that it was necessary that we arrange a 
procedure for handling this unusual property in order to hold the whole 


business secret," 
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Then he goes on to say: 

"This conversation with Puhl occurred just a short time, approximately 
two weeks, before the first delivery, which occurred on August 26, 1942. 
The conversation was in the office of Mr Puhl; nobody else was present, 
I don't remember if Mr Fromlmecht was present during the whole time; 


and Puhl said it was very important not to discuss this with anybody, that it 


was to be highly secret, that it was a special transaction, and if any- 


body asked about it that I say I was forbidden to Speak about it," 


4nd on the next page you find in paragraph 8 Mr. Thoms sayss 

"I was told by Mr. Puhl that if I had any questions on this matter 
I was to get in touch with Brigadenfuchrer Frank or with Gruppenfuchrer or 
Obergruppenfuehrer Wolff of the SS. I remember getting the telephone 
number of this office, and I think I recall it was furnished me by Mr. 
Puhl. I called Brigadefuehrer Frank about this, and he stated that the 
deliveries would be made by truck and would be in charge of an SS man by 
the name of Melmer. The question was discussed whetherM elmer should 
appear in uniform or civilian clothes, and Frank decided it was better 
that Melmer appear out of uniform." and 80 on. 

Then, moving on cown, he says in paragraph 10: 

“hen the first delivery was made, however, although Molmer appeared 
in civilian clothes, one or two SS men in uniform were on guard, and 
after one or two deliveries, most of the people in the Hauptkasse and almost 
everybody in my office knew oll about the SS deliveries," 

Then moving on again, poragraph 12: 

"Included in the first statement sent by the Reichsbank : 
by me, to Melmer was a question concerning the name of the account to 
which the proceeds should be credited. In answer to that I was orally 
advised by Melmer that the proceed should be credited to the account of 
"Max Heilizer.! I confirmed this on the telephone with the Ministry of 
Finance, and in my second statement to Melmer, dated 16 November 1942, 
I confirmed the oral conversation," 

Now, the next paragraph is 13: 


"after a few months, Puhl called me and asked me how the Melmer 
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deliveries were going along, and suggested that perhaps they would soon 
be over. I told Puhl that the way the deliveries were coming in it 
looked as though they were growing." 

And then I call your attention to the next paragraph: 

"One of tha first hints cf the sources of these items occurred when 
it was noticed tiat a packet of bills was stamped with a rubber stamp 
'Lubliní, This occurred sane time early in 1943. Another hint came when 
Some itens bore the stamp '&uschwitz?. ie all knew that these places were 
the sites of concentration camps. It wae the tenth delivery in ‘ovember 
1942 that dental gold appeared, The quantity of the dental gold became 
unusually great," 

Now, there is another paragraph, but I particularly want to éall your 
attention to the fact that Thons says you called him and asked him how the 
Melmer deliveries were going, and also to the fact that you, as he states 
here, impressed upon him the need for absolute secrecy. 

Now, I want to ask you. after having seen that affidavit again--and you 
will recall that you told ow people yesterday that that affidavit, insofar 
as your knowledge was concerned, was absolutly true. Now I am going to 

ask you if it isn't a fact that there was a very special reason for keep- 
ing this transaction secret. 

A During the reading of this statement it becomes quite clear that 
the wish for secrecy originated from the 5S, and that tallies quite 
exactly with what I have said earlier, namely, that the SS were keen to see 
that this was done, and hey were the originators of this wish for secrecy. 
That goes as far as adopting the name of "Max Heiliger," inventing it for 


the account, 


e 
It becomes equally clear from this statement that this was an account 


for the Reichs Ministry of Finence, In other Words, this tallies with what 
I have been saying, namely, that the Special duty for secrocy was imposed 
and wished by the SS, and was carried out; and that it applied to the 
transfer of the value for these articles. 

AS far as the second objection is concerned, that I am supposed to have 
talked to Thoms, as I stated yesterday, l do not remember such a conversat- 
ion. And I can't imagine that I might have gone to see him. That would 
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| been quite an unusual procedure. 

AS to whether the word "Melmer" deliveries was used in that connect- 

I don't remember, but I suggest that it was used for simplicity!s 

in this connection, and that it was used just to signify what was 
meant. 

Q It isn't too important, but of course he says you called him 
on the telephone, that you didn't go to see him, However, + offer this 
USA Exhibit 850. 

THE PRESIDENT: This statement we have before us doem't appear to

Puhl and the Chief of one of Berlin's public offices, the Rcichsoank took over 
the selling of loval and foreigh currencies, gold and silver coins, previous 
metals, securitics, jowcls, watches, diamonds and other previous objects. All 
incoming objects will be processed under the code name "MELMER®. 

"The large number of previous objects acquired hereby have becn turned 
over to the Municipal Pawn Shop, Dive III Mein Office Berlin N 4" =- and the 

address -- "for the best possible utilization after checking the 
number of pieces and their weight, provided they have not been smelted." 

I am not going to rond all o? ite It goes on with more material about th 
pawn shop, but Í want to call your attention to the paragraph beginning "The 
Reichsmarshal of the Greater German Reich, the Deputy for the Four Year Plan 
informed the Cerman Reichsbank, in a letter of 19-38-44, a copy of which is 
enclosed, that considerable amounts of gold ond silver objects, jewels, and so 
forth, at the min office of the Board of Trustees East should be delivered 
to the Reichsbank according to the order issued by Minister of the Reich, Funk 
ond Graf Schwerin Krosigke The utilization of these objects should be 

as thc Melmer deliveries. The Reichsmarshal 
informed us also about the utilization of object ame kind, which have 
been acquired in the occupied Jestern territoricse We do not know to which 
office these objects have becn delivered and how they are utilized."

A This statement put before mo today of the statement from the 
cashier's office was seen by me at Frankfurt for the first time. It has never 


been before me before, and I didn't concern myself with the details of this 


transaction. I couldn't as vice president, since I was responsible for general 


economic and military policy, or rather armament policy. After all, ve had a 


very highly qualified expert in our cashier's office who, i2 necessary, could

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I submit further the Roichswohr Law, to which I will have to rcturn 


later, as Racder Exhibit No. l, Document Book I, page ll, 
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I refer to Article 8 of the Defense 42", which reads as follows: 
"The command lies exclusively in the hands of the lawful superior. 


"The Reichspresident is the Commander in “hief of all Armed Forces, 


Under him, the Reich "inister for Defense has authoritative powers over 


all the Armed Forces. At the head of the Reich-army is a General, as 
Chief of the Army-Command; at the head of the Reich-navy, an Admiral, as 
Chief of the "aval Command." 

These paragraphs were also in full effect under the National Socialist 
regime. I refer to them only because this confirms what the witness Says. 
In regard to reconstruction, it is the Reich Defense Minister, and then in 
the third position is the head of the Ministry. 

BY DR. SIEMERS: 

Q Grand Admiral, the Prosecution accuses you of building up the 
Navy, first, by breaking the Versailles Treaty, second, behind the back of 
the Reichstag and the Reich Government, and third, with the intention of 
waging aggressive war, 

I should like to ask you in this connection whether the construction 
ef the “avy was for aggressive or defensive purposes. Please distinguish 
chronologically, Speak at first only about the period of time under the 
influence of the Versailles Treaty, that is, from 1928 until the German- 
English Fleet Agreement of the 18th of July, 1935. 

My question is: In this period of time of the construction of the 
Navy, was the construction of the Navy for aggressive purposes as the 
Prosecution asserted? 

A The construction of the Navy tock phace in no way for aggressive 
purposes. No doubt there was a certain evasion of the Versailles Treaty. 

Before I go into details, I should like to ask to be allowed to read 
& few short quotations fron a speech, which l made in 1928 in Kiel and 
Stalsund, the two largest garrisons of my Navy station, before the 
citizenry. When I took up my duties in Berlin, I handed it to Minister 
Severing as my program. Minister Severing regarded me with acertain amount 
ef suspicion at that time,
